It is reported also th at an ulti­ 
matum will be deliv ered tomorrow, 
W ednesday, asking for an answer 
and a compliance with th e demand 
of th e British and German minis­ 
ters. 


W a s h i ng t o n

Dec. 
10 —Th e 
arrests of th e German and British 
subjects in Caracas yesterday are 
believ ed h ere to be in th e nature of 
a retaliation on th e part of Presi­ 
dent 
Castro for 
th e ultimatum 
wh ich h as been sent to Venezuela 
for a settlement of th e long stand­ 
ing claims of Germany and E ng ­ 
land against h er. 
Incidentally, 
such 
action 
by 
Venezuela will, it is believ ed, in­ 
v olv e th is gov ernment, as th e Ger­ 
man and British representativ es in 
Venezuela, before leav ing Caracas, 
requested United States Minister 
Bowen to take ch arge of th e inter­ 
ests of th eir countries in Venezuela. 
It was said at th e state department 
th at th is lequest w%.ald be granted, 
and th e probability is th at Mr. 
Bowen already h as taken steps to­ 
w ard th at end. 
Considerable surprise is expressed 
h ere ov er th e arrests, as th e result 
will be to add to th e serious com­ 
plications already existing. 


Bely On th e United States. 
J , B. Ferguson, of Denv er, was 
in th e city yesterday on h is way 
h ome from Venezuela, wh ere h e 
h as extensiv e interests in sev eral 
large plantations, says th e Kansas 
C ity Journal. 
He considers th at 
th ere is likely to be serious trouble 
before th e present difficulties in 
wh ich Venezuela h as become in­ 
v olv ed will reach a settlement. 
“ One th ing wh ich will prov e 
probably th e greatest h indrance to 
an early settlement of th e troubles 
th ere is th e idea th at h as arisen in 
Venezuela th at th e United States 
will h elp it out of all its troubles, 
and it can do about as it pleases 
w ith im punity on th at account. 
Th e interv ention of th is country at 
th e time of th e boundary disputes 
with Great Britain is in th e main 
responsible for th at idea. 
“ Th e Venezuelans regard th e 
Monroe doctrine as a term to con­ 
jure with since th at time, but h av e 
no idea of its real meaning. 
In th e 
present case th at h istoric dogma is 
not inv olv ed in any degree, but 
m any members of 
th e 
gov ern­ 
m ent 
are 
relying 
on 
th e 
U nited States to extricate th em 
from th eir 
difficulties, 
and th e 
fact th at Adm iral Dewey is close 
Bt h and with quite a large fleet h as 
h ad a furth er influence in m aking 


th em th ink th at th e United States 
will take th eir part. 
“ So far as I can learn from con­ 
v ersation with th e foreign busiress 
men of Caracas, th e English and 
German gov ernments h av e been 
quite lenient in 
pressing th eir 
claims against Venezuela, and th eir 
debts sh ould h av e been paid long 
ago. President Castro is, h owev er, 
a v ery h ard-h earted sort of an in­ 
div idual, and as h e h as apparently 
gotten th e notion into h is h ead th at 
h e can escape th e payment of th ose 
claims, h e is h kely to h old off 
longer th an a more prudent man 
would th ink of doing. 
I th ink 
th at th ere is v ery h kely to be a col­ 
lision between h is forces and th e 
marineîî from th e foreign fleet, but 
I do not believ e th at 
Admiral 
Dewey will interfere except to pre­ 
v ent any rioting on th e part of th e 
nativ es, or any undue aggressions 
on th e part of th e foreign ma- 
rines.

Th e sch ool bond elecció n yester­ 
day resulted in a splendid v ictory 
for th e friends of education and th e 
progressiv e elements of Sedalia. 
Th e v ote was ligh t, only 626 
ballots being cast, th ose in fav or of

McKenzie, 
was instructed to adv ertise at once

th e sale of $40,000 sch ool 
bonds, to run twenty years at 4 
per cent interest. 
Th e date of th e 
sale of bonds was not fixed, but 
th is afternoon members of th e board 
th ough t it migh t be in January. 
Th e board of education proposes, 
so soon as th e bonds are sold and 
th e ptoceeds are at its disposal, to 
at once commence th e razing of th e 
old Broadway sch ool 
buildings,

By h astening th e construction of 
th e new Broadway sch ool building 
it is expected th at it will be fully 
completed and furnish ed at th e be­ 
ginning of th e sch ool year in 19 03.

Sedalia people, as well as th ose 
of many oth er cities in Missouri, 
complain of th e h igh 
price of 
wood, 
wh ich , 
for some cause, 
eith er scarcity of supply or lack of 
cars for sh ipping, is not upon th e 
market in th e usual quantities, and 
th e poor especially dread lest ev en 
h igh er prices may be demanded 
wh en th e pinch of-cold weath er 
comes. 
But, as unpleasant as th e situa­ 
tion is in th e west, it is a great deal 
worse in th e east, wh ere th e people 
depend largely upon 
anth racite 
coal for fuel. 
Indeed in some of th e large cities 
a fuel famine exists and conditions 
would become alarming sh ould a 
long spell of unusually cold weath er 
ensue. 
Th e New York Commercial, a 
newspaper wh ich is nev er sensa­ 
tional, in its issue of th e 9 th inst., 
th us describes th e conditions exist­ 
ing in th at city. 
“ W ith continued sev erely cold 
weath er ah ead for th e next few 
days th e coal situation is in a most 
lamentable state. 
As a fact, an­ 
th racite in quantity cannot 
be 
bough t h ere at any price. 
“ Th ere appears to be enough to 
go around among th ose wh o buy 
coal by th e bucketful at a time. 
Yards dealing out coal in th is way 
were th ronged all day. 
“ People wh o buy by th e ton 
h av e to be content with lots of a 
few h undred pounds at a time, and 
many dealers th ere are wh o cannot 
supply th ose quantities. 
Most of 
th e dealers wh o h av e coal are part­ 
ing with it at th e rate of $S and 
3. 50 a ton. 
“ Th e firm attitude of th e anth ra­ 
cite carrying roads in supplying 
only th ose dealers wh o will prom­ 
ise to retail it at or about $7 a ton 
h as done much to keep th e price 
from soaring to alarming figures. 
“ Brooklyn is in ev en a worse 
state th an M anh attan. 
M any deal­ 
ers today appealed to New York 
coal men for small quantities of 
fuel, but th eir appeals were in 
v ain. 
“ J . Samuel Smoot, of th e Retail 
Coal Dealers’ association, said: 
‘Th e situation is v ery bad. W e are 
crippled. 
W e look for relief, but 
it is away off in th e distance.’

MISSOURI LAW VALID. 


t^uicide of the Insured Does l^ot Make 
Foiicy Void. 


W a s h i n g t o n, Dec. lo .— In the 
case of the Knights Templar Life 
Indemnity company vs. Jarman, 
the United States supreme court 
recently, 
through 
M r. 
Justice 
Brown, rendered 
an 
opinion of 
importance to life insurance com­ 
panies doing business in Missouri. 
The court affirms the judgment 
of the circuit court for the Western 
district of Missouri, overruling the 
defense of suicide to an action upon 
a 
policy of life 
insurance and 
awarding plaintiff judgment 
for 
the amount of the policy and as­ 
sessments thereon. 
The defendant was an Illinois 
corporation, organized for the pur­ 
pose of furnishing life indemnity 
or pecuniary benefits to widows. 
On October 19, 1885, it issued to 
John P. Jarman, plaintiff’s hus­ 
band, of Missouri, a policy of in­ 
surance, 
subject to certain con­ 
ditions in the policy, one of which 
provided for its avoidance in case 
of self-destruction, “ whether vol­ 
untary or involuntary, sane or in­ 
sane. ” 
Jarman, while insane, took his 
own life, in September, 1898, and 
the company refused to pay the 
policy, on account of suicide. 
Jar­ 
man’s widow brought action in the 
circuit court of Grundy county to 
recover the amount of the policy, 
$^fOOO, and assessments, which ac­ 
tion was subsequently removed to 
the circuit court of the United 
States for the Western district of 
Missouri, upon the ground of di­ 
versity of citizenship. 
The case was submitted to the 
court without a jury, and resulted 
in 
a judgment 
in favor of the 
plaintiff for $6, 006. 30, which was 
affirmed by the circuit court 
of 
appeals.

Awíül Disclosares Are Being 
Made in Philadelphia. 


IT MAY LEAD TO CBIME. 


UoHatnral Parents Are Betngr Charged 
Witb Murder of Children to 
i^et Insuranee Money. 


The premimns paid upon child 
insurance in the city of Philadel­ 
phia alone foot up nearly a total 
close to $1,500,000. 
Four hundred thousand Phila­ 
delphia children 
under 12 
years 
old, says a dispatch from that city, 
are insured in the Industrial and 
Mutual Benefit company. “ Cradle” 
insurance, as the business is tech­ 
nically called, extends throughout 
Pennsylvania, showing particular 
strength among the poor of the 
mining districts. 
Upon the books 
of one company more than 1,000,- 
000 “ cradle” policies were car­ 
ried. 
Condidons of like character 
are alleged to exist in St. Louis 


and in all other cities in the coun­ 
try. 
No case of suspected child 
murder has been reported from St. 
Louis, however. 
The death of two children 
in 
Philadelphia under suspicious cir­ 
cumstances has led to disclosures of 
a surprising character and paved 
the way for a speedy change in the 
laws of Pennsylvania. 
Both these 
children 
were 
insured for small 
amounts and the parents are now 
under arrest, suspected of having 
poisoned them in order to collect 
the policies. 
Investigating 
oficials 
do not 
hesitate to say that the practice 
of insuring children, as permitted 
by the laws of Pennsylvania, is an 
incentive to child’s murder. 
A s a 
result 
of 
aroused 
public 
senti­ 
ment a number of insurance agents 
have vanished from their Philadel­ 
phia haunts and several insurance 
officers representing unreliable com­ 
panies have abruptly gone out of 
business. 
State and city officials, 
prominent insurance men and pub­ 
lic spirited citizens are 
insisting 
upon a prompt change in the laws, 
to do aw ay with ‘ ‘cradle” insur­ 
ance and to make all companies 
powerless 10 issue policies for chil­ 
dren under an age limit to be fixed 
by legislative enactment. 
A hun­ 
dred cases of sudden 
and unex­ 
plained deaths among children of 


the poor are being secretly investi­ 
gated by the coroner. 
Bodies have 
been exhumed and all that science 
can suggest is being done to wrest 
the secrets fiom a score of little 
graves. 
Secretly the work is being done 
and no hint as to results has fallen, 
as yet, from official lips. 
It is be­ 
lieved that 
revolting 
discoveries 
have been made by the investigat­ 
ing coroner and his associates, and 
that startling facts will speedily be 
made public. 
The case that started the author­ 
ities upon the trail of supposed 
wholesale 
infanticide 
is ene of 
shocking detail. 
John Williams and Emma, his 
wife, of 1 135 Vienna street, are the 
prisoners, charged with the murder 
of their two children, Annie, 8 
years old, and Josephine, 3. 
W il­ 
liams is a dock laborer, earning 
between 
$7 
and $10 per week. 
Four years ago there were six chil­ 
dren in the family. 
Only three are 
alive now, including a 6 months- 
old baby. 
First, pneumonia car­ 
ried off the eldest boy, and one 
year later Laura, the eldest girl, 
died. 
There was mystery in the 
girl’s death, into which the investi­ 
gating officials now are probing. 
No one seems to know of what dis­ 
ease she died. 
The one clear thing 
about the death of the child is that 
she was insured for $30. Autopsies 
showed a large quantity of arsenic 


in the stomachs 
Annie and J o ­ 
sephine. 
William and his wife held pol­ 
icies for $115 on Annie and $30 on 
Josephine.
